The lyitematlo robbery of tke B. A. 
Roblnion A Company' cigar factory 
which haa been going on for several 
weeks was nipped by Special Offlcer 
Williams at about 11 o'clock Monday 
evening and the two principals in the 
robbery were arrested and now await 
a hearing in tbe city court. 

As lie passed Ww alley, which runs 
Just east of tbe iiobinson Cigar fac- 
tory, Monday night at about 11 o'clock 
Officer Williams noticed a man 
crouched at the side of the Robinson 
building and went up to him, asking 
him what he was doing. The man 
proved to be Soott Marshall, colored, 
and he Informed tbe oflioer that he 
saw something in the cellar hole and 
was seeing what the object was. The 
officer took the package out nnd found 
it to be a package of cigars and cigar- 
ettes carefully wrapped. 

Marshall and tbe pacliage were 
taken to police beadquartor.s and an 
In investigation disclosed that Mar- 
shall was working in partnership with 
Theodore Jackson, also colored, who 
worked at the Robinson plant. Jack- 
son would wrap several boxes of, 
cigars -and cigarettes in a package < 
during the day aqd place them in the ' 
cellar window and during the night 
Marshall would get them from th^ cel- 
lar window and sell them dividing the 
cash with Jackson, 

Police have learned that this prac- 
tice bad been Kn'ng on for some time 
and they have found several who pur- ' 
chased cigars and cigarettes from the ' 
colored men paying as low as seventy- ' 
fivo centa for a bos of fifteen cent'

There has been much partisuu bickering oonceriiing tli.- amount 
of estimates for Podoral expenteg, the amount of appropriations 
made, .■!<•. Hm tli.> r.i.l tisi of th.^ |{(i)ul.licun record will be de- 
termined bv tlie treasury n'poris showing actual cash spent. There 
can bf^no'camonflajfing that. Aa everybody knows, the K.-icral 
fiswil Nr:ns .•ncis .lunc Tli.' IVmocratB were in full charge of eX- 
pemlituics up o Murcli 4, l!t21, or lor eight months of the year ended 
Juno 30, 1921. The Democrats had not only spi-nt the money for 
. iglii months „r the vear but they had made contracts and commit- 
ments covering the whole year. The Republicans, therefore, cannot 
be held accountuble for any n'' the expenditures foi that year. But 
for the year heginninif July 1, 1921, and ending June M, 11)22, the 
IJepuhlicaiis will he accountable, except that, of course, they cannot 
avoid payiuL' nuh lite.iness inenrre,! hy Ihr pivviouH a.lniiiiistl-ation. 

A national debt is binding regardless of the political parly that 
incurred it. We have, for instance, an annual interest charge of ap- 
proximately our l)iHioii ilollars whieh th.' nation must pay for a 
number of years to come, wliichcver party is in power. The amount 
0 fthis payment is soraethinjf that the Republican party cannot be 
hold responsible lor. for it was the Democratic party that mannped 
the business of the war. The fi^'litiiip in Kuropc was non-partisan, 
but the letting of contracts, the adoption of fiscal policies, the pur- 
chase of sii|)plies, tlif erection of biuldings, the transportation of 
troops, etc., wciv kei)t elosely under the control of patrisan Demo, 
crats or Wilsoniles of some other party affilialion.

That is so plain a proposition, that no one will <lis- 
pute it. 

Ayhat the country can, should, and will hold the Bepul)li<'an 
party rcspoiisilili' for is the inannjiemeMt of the natinn's husiiH'>s so 
far as it relates to normal adminislrativi; utiairs. ' ' Hack klo normal " 
was one of the Hepublican campaign cries, and the party can i)rop- 
erly be held responsible for the speed with which it accomplishes that 
desirable result. No oui- could expect or did expect, that the nation 
would be brought back to normal in a iluy or a mouth or a year. It 
would be the utmost folly to disband everj' war agency instantly, 
leaving many records in a tangled mesa. That is what some Demo- 
cratic bureaus and commissions would like, for then it would he im- 
possible ever to check up on theii- management of affairs or to as- 
certain how much money they spent or how they spent it. To dump 
tile records in storage boxes witli no '.yslem of filing, WOtdd be an 
yncouragemeut to other administrations to conduct business in the 
same grossly wasteful atid inefficient manner that the Democrats con- 
ducted it for eif-'iit >ears. <hic of the best frnarantees of frond man- 
agement ill the future is the demonstration that no political party 
cad waste government funds and go unexposed and unpunished. 

The fiscal year 1!t2]-22 will end next June 30. four months be- 
fore the Coiifrressional elections.

to the work kot building highways In 
tho various stales and must be match 
cd. dollar for dollar, by funds from the 
state treasuries, except In states 
where more than .1 per cent, of the 
area is unappropriated public land 

Tho $7ri,(iO().0(lil aiipropriatcil Is for 
the fiscal year ending .Tune .".0. If22 
and $25,000,000 of the sum is available 
Immediately, the balance becoming 
available on January 1, 1922. Among 
the apportionment in the 48 states, 
Kentucky receives 11,417,178.68. 

Ot the appropriation of $16,000,000 
for the Improvement of national for 
est roads $5,000,000 Is made available 
for tho fiscal year ending June 30, 
1923, and $10,000,000 for the follow- 
ing fiscal year. 

The Federal Highway Act in a gen 
eral way resembles the Federal-Aid 
Act of 1910. but contains several new 
features. Administration of the act by
